The 
clergy might be compared with 
line officers, and the laity corres- 
pond to the privates in this vast 
organization which is continual- 
ly making warfare upon the 
forces of evil, Generals and of- 
ficers alone cannot conduct a suc- 
cessful war. Unless they have 
the active and unflinching sup- 
port of the men in the ranks 
their work can accomplish but 
little. Im waging the ceaseless 
battle for Christ, therefore, it is 
absolutely necessary that the
